Lake Michigan is about 60 
miles wide at this point. Northwest storms travel 
over more than 150 miles of water before they react: 
this. area and are considerably moderated during 


snarp temperature changes during the winter months. 


During the growing season, this large body of 
water has a big influence on our summer heat. This 
climatic condition is ideal for growing fruit and fruit 
plants. Wild berries of all types can be found grow- 
ing everywhere in this area wherever the soil is not 


cultivated. 


Bridgman has been known as a nursery center for 
many generations. Bridgman is the home (of ten 


nurseries although its population is cnly about 1,000. 


During the peak of the shipping season thousands 
of orders are shipped from this point daily which are 
handled with great efficiency. An express order, re-

Ripens about two weeks earlier than 
Concord. Very vigorous and bunches very compact. 
In the Southwestern Michigan fruit belt it is being 
planted extensively as a commercial variety. One of 
the best early varieties that has ever been Known. 


NIAGARA 


One of the outstanding white grapes and still the 
best. The only white grape of any commercial value. 
Grown extensively as a wine grape due to its heavv 
yields and high sugar content.
